Hunters; 
Glare of 
Lights Proves Good Lure. 


White Haven.—Wild animals and 
birds are easier prey to the glaring 
headlights of automobiles than 
to 
many of the hundreds of sportsmen 
who scoured the forests of northeast­ 
ern Pennsylvania during the hunting 
season. 
Foxes, presumed to Ik* the most 
wily of the native game in evading 
man or their natural enemies in the 
forests, have not bein able to escape 
the death dealing rays of motor cars 
and some hunters believe it may take 
years for the fox family to learn by 
instinct that it has a new weapon to 
contend with. 
Fleet of foot and keen sensed as he 
is, the fox often is run down by a car 
on the roads through the wild areas 
of the I’oconos. Auto lights seem to 
have a singular effect on the animals 
and they do not sense their danger 
until too late to escape. 
Deer also 
prove 
victims of auto 
lights and a number of instances have 
occurred where they have been killed 
in an attempt to dash across the road 
in front of machines. 
Pheasants occasionally do queer 
things. Considered an elusive bird in 
the brush, they get out of their course 
now and then and fly stupidly against 
the windows of trolley cars and are 
killed. 
At Stroudsburg a pheasant 
flew against a window of a hotel and 
broke its neck.

Copenhagen.—In an ivy clad villa, 
Madame Oda, one of the world’s most 
versatile actresses and perhaps Den­ 
mark’s most famous dramatic artist, 
is spending her days in rest. 
Her home is in the very .shadow of 
Fredensborg Castle, famous as the 
summer residence of the late King 
Christian IX and the rendevous of the 
crowned heads of Europe.

received callers on her seventy-fifth 
birthday anniversary. 
Among them were the present King 
Christian of Denmark, other members 
of the royal family and an old ward­ 
robe mistress who more than 
50 
years ago helped the famous actress 
into the gowns of Viola in Shakes­ 
peare’s “Twelfth Night.” 
Madame Oda achieved tremendous 
success as one of the stars in the Dan­ 
ish State Theater in classical reper­ 
tory and in Ibsen 
plays 
and 
still 
greater popularity in 
light 
operas 
like “Nitouche.” Later she played all 
the big Sardou jiarts and diversified 
her work with vaudeville, comedy and 
farce. 
In fact, her eminence was 
recognized in 
every 
nuance of the 
dramatic anti operatic stage. 
She was beloved not alone in Den­ 
mark but throughout the continent 
and in America. 
During the last ten years of her 
career, when age forced her exit from 
the dramatic world, she devoted most 
of her time to concert work. 
Tell* Stories To Children 
Madame Oda lives in the glory of 
her old age surrounded by the grati­ 
tude of a nation. 
Her abode is the 
villa that was the home of Olaf Poul- 
son, the greatest Danish actor of the 
last generation. 
At his death of a 
few years ago, his villa was turned 
into a museum and a so-called Abode 
of Honor for a retired Danish actor 
or actress of prominence. The honor 
of living in the villa was bestowed 
upon Madame Oda. There as a racon­ 
teur of stories for children, she has 
become Grandmother Oda and a na­ 
tional institution. 
Madame Oda’s husband is Professor 
Martiniua Kiel on, who was a promi­ 
nent actor-manuger. Their son is Ray 
Nielson, known for his illustrations to 
Huns Anderson’s Fairy Talcs” and to 
“ I he Arabian Nights.”

Washington. — Supplying special 
trains 
and 
cars 
to 
distinguished 
foreign visitors who wish to see this 
country in deluxe style has become an 
interesting phase of American rail­ 
roading. 
Through the courtesy of the rail­ 
roads, in many cases, members of 
royal families and other notables have 
been able to tour the United States 
and Canada in luxurious equipment at 
nominal cost to themselves. 
The 
transcontinental jaunt of Queen Marie 
of Rumania and the earlier visit of 
President Machado of Cuba are out­ 
standing instances when the railroads 
themselves played 
host and footed 
most of the transportation bills. 
Swedish Visitors Paid 
The Crown Prince and Princess of 
Sweden paid for the special car which, 
attached to regular trains,Took them 
across the country on 
their recent 
visit, but the Prince of Wales and 
Marshal Foeh, of France, rode in 
special trains that cost them next to 
nothing. 
The most consistent user of special 
trains is President Coolidge, but he 
buys his own ticket out of a special 
appropriation provided for the pur­ 
pose. The government at times em­ 
ploys special equipment with which to 
transport distinguished visitors from 
New York to Washington ard return 
when they pay official calls to the na­ 
tional capital. 
More than the desire of the rail­ 
roads to be courteous hosts to visiting 
sightseers is necessary in supplying 
trains at nominal cost to the guests. 
Under the law only railroad employes 
are allowed free transportation and in 
order to carry Queen Marie, for 
example, at a one dollar fare, a special 
tariff had to be filed with the Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission and that 
Inxly’s approval received. 
10,000 Mites For $1 
In Marie’s case, she paid out of her 
own pocketbook one dollar for her­ 
self, her two children and each mem­ 
ber of her immediate party to each of 
the several railroads over which she 
traveled on her 
10,000 
mile 
tour. 
Railroad fares alone, at winter tourist 
rates, would have totalled approxi­ 
mately $20,000 for the nearly 80 per­ 
sons aboard the Royal Rumanian. 
Another huge expense borne by the 
roads was that incident to stocking 
diners and private kitchens abroad the 
several special cars making up the 
royal train. Special illustrated book­ 
lets describing the country through 
which the queen passed and elaborate 
menu cards also were paid for by the 
railroads. 
Railroad men agreed that the royal 
Roumanian was the most luxurious 
equipment 
ever 
assembled, 
com­ 
prising six special cars, all of them 
the property of railroad presidents, 
and equipped with the most modern 
conveniences.

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MYTHS ABOUND 
IN HOT SPRINGS 


Big Horn Sonnies in Wyoming 
Possessed of Miraculous Pow­ 
ers, According to Indians. 


Thermopolis, Wyo.—The Big Horn 
hot springs, among the largest in the 
world, are a favored haunt of the 
Great Spirit and possessed of miracu­ 
lous powers, if old Indian myths are 
to be believed. 
Today large numbers of Shoshones, 
Arapahoes and Crows camp in num­ 
bers near the springs, invoking the aid 
of the Great Spirit in ridding them of 
their ailments. 
They also believe 
these waters will bring them protec­ 
tion against evil. 
Harry Lange, an old Indian fighter, 
recently visited the springs and re­ 
called that 50 years before he, as a 
member of a scouting party with a 
cavalry detachment guided by Arapa­ 
hoes, had crossed the Big Horn, at the 
present site of Thermopolis. 
Before 
the Indians would proceed, Lang said, 
they threw themselves into the pools 
below the big spring and went through 
religious rituals. 
They urged the 
soldiers to do likewise, declaring the 
waters were blessed by the 
Great 
Spirit and that bathing in them would 
ward off evil. 
A legend almost as old as the Sho­ 
shone tribe* itself says that back in 
the beginning of things Ishawooa, a 
chief who ruled all the Indians of this 
section, alone knew of the springs and 
visited them annually, thus keeping 
his power and health. 
But when old 
age finally came he directed his braves 
to take him to these waters and allow 
him to die in them so his spirit would 
be blessed by tne Great Spirit. 
Chief's Heir .Made Strong 
Ishawooa* only son, Wapiti, was a 
weakling who apparently would never 
be able to us«u ne his father’s leader­ 
ship. 
But as he died Ishawooa con­ 
fided to Wapiti the secret of finding 
the Great Spirit's favor by bathing in 
the hot springs. 
It 
was thus that 
Wapiti became strong and eventually 
an even greater chief than his father. 
Generations later the 
great 
Sho­ 
shone chief, Washakie, submitting to 
the advance of the paleface, ceded the 
Big Horn hot springs to the United 
States and the state of Wyoming on 
condition that a 
portion 
of 
their 
waters be received for free use by the 
weak and sick of both peoples.
